EXHIBIT A 
STANDARDS FOR AUDIT REPORT 


1. The report should contain a clear-cut indication of the 
character of the accountants’ examination by stating whether it was 
made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and 
accordingly included such tests of the accounting records and such 
other auditing procedures as the accountants considered necessary in 
the circumstances. Any limitations on the scope of the examination 
should be clearly explained. 


2. The report should include an unqualified opinion. Where an 
unqualified opinion is not given the reason should be stated together 
with an affirmative statement concerning compliance with generally 
accepted accounting principles in all other areas. 


3. The report should include statements as to whether anything 
was observed by the accountants which would indicate that 
expenditures have not been made in accordance with approved 
appropriations and other applicable fiscal requirements and restrictions 
and that revenues have not been properly accounted for. 


4. The report should include statements as to the adequacy of 
financial records, financial reporting, and budgetary controls. If 
inadequacies have been noted or if further improvements are desirable, 
recommendations for improvement should be made. 
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5. The report should state whether the system of internal control 
including pro-audit of expenditures is adequate and whether it is 
functioning effectively, including cash receipts, personnel, payrolls, 
procurement, and inventory. If weaknesses exist recommendations 
should be made as to corrective actions or improvements needed to 
insure the proper safeguarding and use of funds, supplies and property, 
and deter or minimize the possibility of fraud or other manner of loss. 


6. The report should include a statement relative to compliance 
with statutes, laws, rules and regulations under which the county was 
created and is functioning. 


7. The report should include explanations of significant variations 
in amounts of assets, liabilities, equity accounts, revenues and 
expenditures. 


8. While it is recognized that the examination will be made ona 
test basis in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and 
hence will not necessarily disclose all irregularities, the report should 
state whether in the tests made, there was noted any evidence of fraud 
or dishonesty. 


9. The report should disclose whether, in the course of the audit, 


there were any indications of lack of efficiency in financial operations 
and management of the agency.

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COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ YEARLY REPORT 


A milestone for Counties in New Hampshire during 1972 was the 
implementation of Federal Revenue Sharing. Hillsborough received over 
$360.000., the use of which is now being contemplated by our 
Delegation. Our Board contemplates utilizing a major share of this 
toward construction of new nursing home facilities. It is a fact that by 
1975 all of our facilities in Goffstown will be ineligible for federal 
funding. 


During 1972, our General Hospital was closed and all beds are now 
being devoted to geriatric care. The end of this year also brought about 
the closing of our X-Ray Department. All of the unused equipment will 
be offered for competitive sale. 


The sudden awareness of County Government by the public has 
continued. Sensationalism by some officials has cast unnecessary 
criticism and unproven accusations against many conscientious officers 
and employees, for which we feel very badly. We can only wish that the 
new year will bring about a greater understanding by our citizens of the 
problems we do have and will foster an effort to co-operatively develop 
solutions. 


The financial condition of our County is sound as evidenced by 
accompaning statements. All of our books and records were audited by 
the State Tax Commission during 1972, but because that report has not 
been delivered to us, we were unable to include in this report. Our first 
year on Data Processing has not been without the usual problems but 
all involved have been most cooperative in helping to understand and 
make the transition easier. 


Our thanks to the Executive Committee and Delegation who had a 
trying year. Also, our appreciation to City and Town Offficials, all 
County Officials and Employees without whom our job would not be 
possible.

The following is submitted as the report of the office of the 
County Attorney for the period commencing January 1, 1972 and 
terminating December 31, 1972. 

There were six hundred and six Indictments and Waivers of 
Indictment brought before the Court and settled. Many of these 
Indictments resulted in trials. Four Hundred and Twenty Five appeals 
from lower Courts were presented to the Court. Many of these resulted 
in trials by jury and final dispositions were reached on all. 

There were eighty five hearings held under the Uniform 
Reciprocal Enforcement of Support Act. 

Investigations were made into twenty four vehicular fatal 
accidents in which twenty eight people were killed. 

Investigations were made into numberous deaths by suicide and 
investigations were made into fatal accidents of a non-vehicular nature 
and these are as follows: 

Seven people died as a result of fires, there were five drownings. 
Four people died as a result of falls. There were three deaths caused by 
exposure. There was an accident involving a train in which one 
individual was killed. One man died as a result of an accident in a city 
sewer. There were two suffocations, also two people were crushed to 
death and there was one death as a result of a construction accident. An 
intensive investigation was made into the death of a fifteen month old 
child in Wilton who died as the result of heat prostration. 

An investigation was made into a homicide in Nashua in which 
one John Paquette allegedly killed one Robert Beaulieu. Paquette was 
later killed by police while resisting arrest. 

There was a homicide in Merrimcak, New Hampshire into which 
an intensive investigation was made. The defendant, Albert Clarke 
entered a plea of not quilty by reason of insanity to a charge of first 
degree murder and he was committed to the New Hampshire Hospital 
for life. 

There were numerous complaints made to this office relating to 
the illicit sale of drugs, pornographic literature and other matters too 
numerous to mention. 

Also, upon numerous complaints, this office undertook an 
investigation in cooperation with the United States Attorney’s office of 
certain aspects of the operation of the Hillsborough County 
Government which investigation continues as of the date of this

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SHERIFF’S REPORT 
1972 


The Hillsborough County Sheriff's Department is still a 
non-profit organization, paid for by the taxpayers. Some educated 
person in Nashua made the remark that we were a ‘’Proliferating 
Department’, and we were quite indignant until we looked up the 
meaning of “proliferation”. This is caused by the conditions of the 
times: Inflation, rise in crime, breakdown in morality, etc. 
Consequently there is more work for the Sheriff's Department which is 
made up of two division, namely, the Sheriff's office and the County 
Jail. 

In 1972 we deposited with the County Treasurer $79,190.66 
which is composed of the following income: 


Income to Jail $22,351.54 
Income for civil services 50,885.02 
Travel collected from attys. 5,954.10 

$79,190.66 


We also had an unpaid balance due from attorneys for services — 
$1,883.00 

In 1972 over $17,140 was collectedin arreages for the N.H. 
Probation for child support. — $17,140.00 

We collected bail for Hillsborough County Superior Court — 
$12,650.00 : 

In 1972 the Sheriff's Department in Manchester and Nashua 
handled 9,140 Services of Process and each one of these papers called 
for from 1 to 15 services for as follows: Real Estate attachments, 
regular attachments, sometimes trustee as many as 5 banks, evictions, 
divorce libels, etc... 

In 1972 there were more than 1,000 Criminal indictments 
processed thru Hillsborough County Superior Court and from these 
indictments we picked up a great deal of work, for which our 
department spent hours of time with no compensation. This was for 
service of subpoenas for the Grand Jury and Criminal trials and 
hearings. This ran from 1,000 to 2,000 services. There were also 
countless arrests on Criminal Capias as well as warrants coming from 
without the County and State of New Hampshire. 

Other work incurred by the Sheriff’s Department which does not 
show in the general picture is that there are from 6 to 10 bailiffs 
working in Court. Most of the time there are four courts working in 
Manchester and sometimes one more in Nashua at the same time. We 
have deputies transporting prisoners to court from the jail, house of 
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correction, State Hospital and State Prison. Usually these are round 
trips. These same deputies have to guard the prisoners while they are in 
court. 

We also received a lot of free work from New Hampshire Legal 
Services, set up under the present OEO. More than $2,000.00 worth of 
services were made for them, at taxpayers expense during the year. 

In 1972 the following trips were made out of State to pick up our 
fugatives. Lewisburg, Pennsylvania (2 trips), New York City (2 trips), 
Nassau County, New York, Hartford, Conn., Bangor, Maine, Waterville, 
Maine, Portland, Maine (3 trips), Newport, Rhode Island, Woonsocket, 
Rhode Island, Lowell, Mass. (3 trips), Boston Mass., several times. 

The Jail continues to be a big operation. We have made major 
repairs in the last four years and are continually trying to keep it in 
good shape. As we are the only jail to take women prisoners we have 
increased our income at the jail each year. 

In 1970 the jail income was $ 8,560.75 

In 1971 the jail income was $14,612.69 

In 1972 the jail income was $22,351.54 

In the last year we have averaged between 40 and 50 prisoners in 
one day and we have them on an average of from two to three months 
before they are released or sentenced by the courts. 

These are a few of the reasons we are ‘proliferating’ and | cannot 
see any change in the immediate future.

1972 REPORT OF THE HILLSBOROUGH 
COUNTY COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 


To: The Honorable Board of Hillsborough 
County Commissioners 


Gentlemen: 


It is my pleasure to submit this brief summary of the 
Hillsborough County Cooperative Extension Service Staff for the year 
1972. A more detailed annual report is on file in the Directors of 
Cooperative Extension’s Office in Durham, New Hampshire. 

The Cooperative Extension Service is an educational program 
made available to the residents of the County through the cooperative 
efforts of the U.S.D.A., the State of New Hampshire and the 
Hillsborough County Government. Extension Agents provide 
instructions and advice in the areas of Agriculture, Home Economics, 
Forestry, Resource Development and 4-H Youth Development Work. 
Extension Agents in the county are backed up by subject matter 
specialist at the University of New Hampshire in Durham. The main 
Extension Service Office is located in Milford and there are branch 
offices in Manchester and Nashua where the Expanded Nutrition 
program is handled. 

It is impossible to summarize a whole years work in one or two 
paragraphs, however, we can hit some of the highlights. 

As the population in the county continues to grow so do the 
problems. The number of calls and request from homeowners for 
assistance or advice on problems with lawns, trees, shrubs, insects and 
what have you. While many of the calls are from individuals we received 
a number of requests from Town Selectmen, Conservation Commission 
members, Parks and Playground Departments were also received. 

Active programs with twilight, all day and evening meetings were 
held with fruit and vegetable growers and dairymen. Of particular 
interest is the new grape program. Three grape growers meetings were 
held in the county. Eight growers planted more than 10 acres of grapes 
for the new winery and many others are expressing interest. 

Some other special programs arranged included Land Use 
Seminars, Workshops, for Parks and Playground Departments, Home 
Gardening Short Course, a three day Conservation Show, a 
Horticultural Short Course for Garden Clubs, Home Economics group 
and 4-H Leaders, a small engine repair course and several environmental 
programs. 
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More than 1,800 women from 47 organized Extension groups 
participated in the Home Economics programs this year. 

Nutrition, consumer information, consumer protection, Home 
grounds and earning money at Home have been among the most 
popular lessons taught to Extension groups. Over 40 different 
educational programs are being taught in Hillsborough County. 

In addition to the regular Home Economics, program, 15 women 
in Manchester and Nashua are working the Expanded Nutirition 
program for Low Income Families, 1,175 families are being reached 
monthly by 15 Extension aides calling on them and teaching these 
families in their homes. 

The 4—H Youth Development Program has embarked this year on 
an expansion program for all youth not presently enrolled in any youth 
program activity. Innovative and scientific programs for youth were 
implemented in 1972. The Embryology program was highly successful 
with a combined enrollment of 320 youth involved. The 4-H program 
provided the observation incubators and the educational materials. The 
area schools were the largest users of the program and reported 
excellent educational results with K-12 grade students. Safety and 
vocational type programs were also in great demand. The special 
program for older youth interested in power equipment and its safe 
operation again filled the quota and all received certification as 
specified by the U.S. Department of Labor. 

A major program thrust in '72 was the introduction of the 
Summer Program at the Youth Center in New Boston. A staff of 36 
provided instruction to youth from nine towns in eighteen phases of 
the environmental area. This pilot program was highly commended by 
parents and visitors as one of the finest educational programs in the 
state. We are saddened by the fact that its continuation depends upon 
receiving additional funds from some source in 1973 or cancellation 
will result. 

The 4-H program involved 1846 youth and adults in 2,516 
program areas. We are pleased to report three of our senior 4-H 
members were selected as state winners and received an expense paid 
trip to the National 4-H Club Congress in Chicago. 

The program of public assistance to woodland owners was carried 
on by County Forester Robert Breck. He worked with woodland 
owners in developing management plans and advised on timber stand 
improvement, weeding, pruning and planting. In addition to working 
with individuals he spent much time working with Conservation 
Commissions, Watershed and Land Trust Associates, Selectmen and 
numerous other public and private groups. The new open space bill 
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resulted in many requests to determine the eligibility of forest land for 
the tax abatement. One of the biggest. accomplishments was the 
Purgatory Falls project which involved two towns, the development of 
a land purchase committee, the appropriation of money and the raising 
of some local private funds and the securing of Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation funds. This 30 acre piece of land which includes a scenic 
waterfall is now in public ownership to be enjoyed for generations to 
come thanks to Extension efforts. 

This report touches on some. of the programs and 
accomplishments in 1972 — if you have questions about any of the 
above or want more information on the total Extension Program feel 
free to write or call us at the office.

REPORT ON THE MOORE GENERAL HOSPITAL 


To: The Honorable Board of Commissioners 
Hillsborough County, New Hampshire 


Gentlemen: 


It is a pleasure for me to submit my annual report of the Moore 
General Hospital. The West Wing of 16 beds during the first six months 
of the year was conducted as an acute section. During this time the 
daily census decreased in patient days. The commission decided to 
phase out the West Wing and convert it to intermediate nursing care. As 
of July 1, 1972, the Bureau of Hospital Services, State of New 
Hampshire granted a license as a Hospital for Geriatrics and Limited 
Services. 

The Notre Dame Hospital Administration was approached and 
arrangements made for the admission of acute cases from this complex. 
Dr. Robert Duval and Dr. Robert Provencher, formally on our staff and 
associated at the Notre Dame Hospital, are in charge of all admissions 
from this complex. 

The need for more geriatric beds is evident at this time as there is 
an average of one hundred requests for admission. 

Miss Noel, a Social Worker, has been added to our staff. The 
assistance Miss Noel has given to the complex is greatly appreciated by 
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the patients and staff. Staff referrals of special needs by the patients are 
given to Miss Noel for consideration and processed more readily than in 
the past. Requests for admission to the complex are given to Miss Noel 
who makes a visit to the home to determine the patient’s condition. 
The need for another social worker is evident because of our increased 
daily census. 

Mrs. Irene Foss, C.O.T.A., is in charge of our Activity Program. 
This is a very busy department and the need for assistance in the 
employment of a second C.O.T.A. worker would mean we could reach 
more patients in this worth while program. 

Physical therapy for our patients is in the infant stages. Two half 
days a week a therapist from the Easter Seal Rehabilitation Center 
visits, helping the patients in need of special exercises to increase their 
ability in daily living. 

Special recognition should be given to members of the Moore 
General Associates who volunteer time to assist in the Occupational 
Therapy Program, raise funds to purchase special equipment, and 
sponsor and assist with a ‘’Vol-Teen’’ Program during the summer 
months. 

Many other organizations provide music and entertainment 
during the holiday season for which we are most grateful. 

Reverend Edward Young and Reverend Francis O'Connor have 
conducted Religious services both at the Caron and Moore buildings 
each month which has brought religious enrichment to the patients. 

On behalf of the staff and myself, | wish to express our deep 
appreciation to the Board of County Commissioners, Mr. Thomas 
Bouchard, Administrator of the County Home, Dr. Albert Snay and Dr. 
Marcel Dupuis, and to all employees of the hospital whose joint efforts 
made the success of the hospital possible.

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REPORT FROM SOCIAL SERVICE 


To: The Honorable Board of Commissioners 
for Hillsborough County 


Gentlemen: 


In November of 1971, a Social Service Department was 
established to serve the County Home, the House of Correction and the 
Moore Hospital with its Annex, the Caron Building. 

The Department was made-up of three caseworkers: Miss Susan 
Noel, Mrs. Francis Smith and Mr. John Doherty. Mrs. Smith not only 
worked within the Institution, but was also involved in the Surplus 
Food Program where she worked on Wednesdays and Fridays. Mr. 
Doherty was the worker for the House of Correction, working with 
both the inmates and their families in an attempt to decrease the 
percentage of recidivism. 

The services rendered to the patients or consumers of the 
Institutions’ Services as a whole are of a supportive nature either 
physical or emotional and cover a wide variety of things. The 
Department has been involved in securing financial aid for individuals. 
We have obtained hearing aids, false teeth, braces and glasses for our 
clients. Medical or dental care has sometimes been needed from outside 
the complex; in such cases the Social Service Department had made the 
appointments and arranged for the transportation to and from the 
various offices, often accompanying the individuals. 

The Department has also been involved in taking applications for 
admittance through referral sheets from the Commissioners. This has 
involved having close contact with individuals and their families in an 
attempt to locate the most satisfactory placement for the individuals. 

Any problem any patient or inmate may have is treated 
individually and solved in the best possible manner to benefit that 
individual. To carry this through close contact has been established 
with various other social agencies in the area, such as The State Welfare 
Department, The Social Security Department, the VA Hospital, the 
Probation. Offices, The Vocational Rehabilitation Office and many 
more. 

The Social Service Department has experienced the loss of two of 
its workers during this past year. Mrs. Francis Smith terminated her 
employment in June of 72 and Mr. Doherty terminated his 
employment January of 73. 
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On behalf of the patients from the County Home and myself | 
would like to thank Mrs. Marsha Patton and the Women’s Guild of the 
Congregational Church of Peterborough for the wonderful day of 

activities and for the gifts they provided for us in October. 

| would also like to express my grateful appreciation and thanks 
to all members of the Staff of the Hillsborough County Complex and to 
the local agencies who have helped to carry out our program of social 
services.

ACTIVITIES PROGRAM — CARON BUILDING 
January 1, 1972 — December 31, 1972 


Group Activities - 5040 patient hours. 
Projects consist of children’s toys, Christmas decorations, and 
simple crafts, including embroidery, sewing, braiding, hooking, 
etc. The patients continue to improve the basement area with 
paint and other maintenance projects. Sixteen leper bandages 
were made and scrapbooks for the Laconia State School. 


Group Recreation — 3947 patient hours. 
Besides the continuing programs of moving pictures, music and 
slides at least once a month, Arthur Welch’s Accordian School 
and Sally Zyla’s Dance Studio have provided programs during 
school vacations and will continue during 1973 and students from 
Saint Anselms bring music once a month during the school year. 


Restorative exercising and instruction in activities of daily living — 199 
hours. 


Patient’s Kitchen - 517 patient hours. 
The cooking sessions have included batches. of piccalilli this year 
and luncheons provided for the patients by the volunteers. 
County Home residents use the kitchen one afternoon a week. 


Volunteers donate 871 hours to working with the patients. 
Three or more sisters from the Villa Augustina help the patients 
play Beano each Wednesday. The Vol-Teens gave some 900 hours 
during the summer to replace the adult volunteers. 
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Cookouts — About 200 meals served outside. 
Every patient in Caron able to enjoy a cookout went out at least 
twice and some, more often. 


Finances — $200.00 a year : 
Provided by Mr. Card to buy supplies and replace equipment or 
enter new fields. 


Donations — A supply of material to be used in crafts continuously 
appears from the staff and interested members of the community. 
Three individuals have donated $50.00 to help support the activities, 
$20.00 of which has helped pay for prizes and refreshments at the 
Beano games and the rest will be used to rent interesting films. The 
Hospital Associates continue to support the Beano prizes, the patient’s 
kitchen and the cookouts at an annual cost of about $400.00 a year.

PHYSICAL THERAPY REPORT 


The Honorable County Commissioners 
Hillsborough County, New Hampshire 


Gentlemen: 


Physical therapy coverage began at Moore Hospital on 13 July 
1972. Initially this involved one morning per week. However, due to 
the number of residents seen, this was expanded in November to two 
mornings per week. From July 1972 to February 1973, the therapist 
evaluated and treated sixteen (16) individuals during two hundred seven 
(207) half-hour units. 

Physical therapy treatments included general range of motion 
exercises to prevent contractures, strengthening exercises to enable 
better functional use of remaining muscles and gait activities to initiate 
or improve ambulation. The program also involved positioning, transfer 
activities and orthotic and other assistive devices management. The 
therapist instructed several aides in exercises to be done specifically for 
each resident on a daily basis, as an integral, important aspect of the 
ongoing rehabilitation program. With the decrease in help and the 
increased work load, daily treatment was not consistent. 
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The physical therapy department, located in the basement of the 
Caron building, houses parallel bars, a mat table, overhead pulleys and 
various weights and assistive devices. The program includes use of these 
facilities, as well as bedside therapy. There are presently thirteen (13) 
residents receiving treatment generally on a once-a-week basis.
